He sug- 
gested that if more 
contractors decide to 
become involved in a 
second bid then the 
price may come 
down. By the time 
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the committee works 
out an agreement 
with Granger it will 
be well into Decem- 
ber and the non-pro- 
ductive winter 
months anyway, he 
said. 

“It's design as you 
go. You know what 
kind of disaster can 
happen,” said Mr. 
Chiozzi. “It's going to 
take as much time, 
almost as much, I’m 
telling you, as if you 
rebid.” 

However, other

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Jake the cat, lost since Aug. 13, is back home

Jake the cat, lost since Aug. 13 from 
his Seminole Circle home, has been 
reunited with his family, owners Brian 
and Pat Wilson and their 4-year-old 
son, Sean. 

The Wilsons had just moved from 


Colorado and were living in Andover 


for less than a month when Jake 
slipped unnoticed out of the house. Ms. 
Wilson immediately began posting 


notices and going door-to door to see if 


anyone had found her brown and black 
tiger-striped cat. 

The neighbors were quick to help, 
organizing searches for the lost feline. 
Children on bikes canvassed the neigh- 
borhood day after day looking for Jake. 
The police, mail carriers and delivery 
services helped, too, watching for the 


cat whenever they were in the area, 

“T can’t believe how the neighbor- 
hood came together trying to find our 
cat,” says Ms. Wilson. “We’ve received 
over 200 phone calls about Jake over 
the past three months.Whole neighbor- 
hoods have organized searches, and 
kids have kept looking for Jake.” 


Jake became Andover’s most 
famous feline when a local newspaper 
ran a story about him in September. 
This brought an outpouring of help 
and support from the community, but 
Jake was just not to be found, 

On Oct. 25, Leslie Sheehan was 
walking by the complex at Wingate at 
Andover when she found an injured 
and malnourished male cat outside one 
of the buildings. She brought the cat to 


Andover Animal Hospital, where he 

was treated for a broken hind leg, 
Hospital personnel searched their 

records, but could not find a recent lost 


cat report matching the description of 


the cat that Ms. Sheehan had found. 
They began to search for a home for 
the wayward animal. 


Sarah Lindsay, daughter of Andover 
Animal Hospital veterinarians Martha 
Lindsay and David Lindsay and grand- 
daughter of the owner, veterinarian 
Richard Lindsay, was helping at the 
hospital during her school holiday on 
Nov. 8 when she heard about the cat. 
Pulling out records that dated back for 
months, she began an intensive search 
for anything that might give them a 
clue to the owner's identity. 


Sarah took note of the August report 
on Jake. The homeless cat weighed 
only six pounds, half the reported 
weight of Jake, but all other physical 
descriptions matched perfectly. 

A phone call and a quick trip to the 
hospital by Ms. Wilson confirmed 
Sarah’s suspicions - Jake the Cat had 
been found. 

The Wilsons are extremely grateful 
to Sarah, Ms. Sheehan, the hospital 
staff, and especially to their new com- 
munity for banding together to help 
find the lost cat. 

As for Jake, he is recovering nicely 
from his adventure and is once again 
ruling the Wilson household.

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Tax classification hearing set for this Monda

Selectmen Monday night will discuss 
adjusting the tax classification shift and, 
contrary to recent years, evidence from the 
assessor’s office may favor a drop in the shift 
rather than a hike. Taxes will go up for com- 
mercial/industrial and residential property 
owners no matter what. However, a drop in 
the shift would lessen the impact of the 
increase for commercial/industrial owners. 

“There’s a possibility of that,” William 
Krajeski, town assessor, said this week. 

The hearing is scheduled for 7:30 p.m. 
Monday, Nov. 21, in the third floor confer- 
ence room at town offices. Selectmen will 
vote on the tax rate at their following meet- 
ing, on Wednesday, Dec. 7.

Selectmen last week approved a nine-article 
warrant for the Dec. 5 Special Town Meeting, 
including an article that seeks to transfer

A LOOSE INTERPRETATION 

Dentures that once fit firmly and comfortably may, in time, 
become loose. The primary reason for this is shrinkage 
(resorption) of the alveolar bone tissue that formerly held the 
natural teeth in position. In the absence of any teeth to support, 
the alveolar bone tissue loses both its function and its form. To 
make matters worse, the alveolar ridge does not resorb 
uniformly. This makes for a bumpy and uneven ridge that 
undermines the comfort and stability of the dentures. To counter 
this problem, denture patients are encouraged to schedule 
periodic visits to the dentist so that dentures may be relined. By 
adding new material to the underside of the dentures base, a 
denture may be made to better conform to the shape of the bony 
ridge beneath it.

$16.06/per $1,000 of value, the proper 
ty’s tax bill would increase 6.08 per- 
cent. 

If a C/I property value has not 
changed, and if the shift remained at 
135 percent, which would set a C/I 
tax rate of $24.18/per $1,000 of value, 
the property’s tax bill would increase 
6.15 percent.

After reviewing the progress of the town’s 
municipal maintenance audit, School Com- 
mittee members are barking that the bone 
Buzz Stapezynski, town mz inager, threw 
them last spring has no meat. 

Members are particularly upset because 
the report draft of the audit they discussed 
Tuesday night does not contain a single rec- 
ommendation, nor any fresh insight into a 
cost-accounting problem that has contribut- 
ed to financial problems and friction 


between the schools and the department of 


municipal maintenance. 

“To be perfectly honest with you this 
(audit report) tells me nothing we didn’t 
already know,” said Dick Neal, interim 


superintendent of schools. “I really find that 
there’s nothing in here that’s helpful to me.” 

Mr. Neal told the committee that the draft 
it reviewed represents at least the second 
stage in the audit process. 

“This is phase two? What did phase one 
say? ‘Good morning?’ ” asked Susan Dalton, 
committee secretary. 

School officials did note that the audit 
report they reviewed is still in draft form and 
is dated Oct. 17, meaning that a current ver- 
sion may show significant progress. 

Neither Mr. Neal, nor Gail Zeman, 
schools business manager, knew how much 
work is still planned by Mark Abrahams, the 
consultant hired by the town manager to 
conduct the audit. 


Schools may seek scheduling responsibilities

The School Committee asked Dick Neal, 
interim superintendent of schools, to explore 
Whether it will be in the schools’ best inter- 
est to acquire control over the off-hours 
scheduling and renting of its buildings and 
fields. 

A motion to research recapturing of this 
task was approved 3-1-1, with Mary Lyman 
opposed and Bill Huston abstaining. 

“The basic impetus for the thing is, in the 
town charter the school department is sup- 
posed to be responsible for the schools,” said 
Lloyd Willey, committee member. “We 
should have some control of what goes on in 
them in the evenings.” 

Committee members claim they want con- 
trol over scheduling in part to assure stu- 
dents and then other town groups are given 
priority over organizations from other com- 
munities. 

Dick Muller, 


committee chairman, said 


that the $40.5 million school building project 
makes scheduling even more important. 

“We have to be very careful with overuse 
of those facilities and the associated cost,” 
said Mr. Muller. 

The committee also wants money made 
from rentals to pay for maintenance of the 
used facilities. 

“When we rent a gym or we rent a field 
that money should go into a revolving 
account.” 

“Whatever funds come in these days the 
school department never sees,” said Mr, Wil- 
ley. “At the same time, when it comes time to 
clean the gym floor or heat the building it 
(the bill) comes to the schools side.” 


“What we found out when we looked at 
that report is there are things happening in 
the school buildings for which we are paying 
and over which we have no control,” said 
Susan Dalton, committee secretary.

Municipal maintenance 
spending is now more signifi- 
cant because the state’s 1993 
Education Reform Act requires 
more accurate cost accounting 
mechanisms. Town government 
must accurately report school 
costs, such as maintenance of 
school buildings, for which it 
has accounting responsibility. 

“There is certainly some con- 
cern on the committee because 
we have to live or die on the 
numbers that get reported to the 
state,” said Dick Muller, School 
Committee chairman. 

The committee suggested that 
Mr. Neal prepare a recommenda- 
tion to the town manager outlin- 
ing a specific time line and 
action plan for the audit. 

The state has mandated that 
the town must transfer $600,460 
to the schools budget, because it 
did not spend enough on educa- 
tion last year. The bulk, if not all, 
of this shortfall money is related 
to town-side reporting claims 
that the state does not consider 
legitimate school expenditures. 
Selectmen called a Special Town 
Meeting for Monday, Dec. 5, to 
transfer the necessary funds. 

Mr. Neal asked School Com- 
mittee members to each prepare 
a list of recommendations on 
how to spend the windfall.

With the new computer, the officer 
types in the registration plate number, 
hits a pre-programmed “hot key” and 
the system goes to work pulling up the 
registry records and automatically 
checking for warrants. 

“No codes are needed,” Set. Pattullo 
said. “Before, you had to punch in 
codes for each piece of information.” 

And the terminals are networked so 
that if one officer gets a warrant hit, an 
alarm goes off in all the other cruisers 
with a message telling them which

each cruiser. 

“This system can be used for dis- 
patching, but we’re not using it for 
that,” Set. Pattullo said.

Details of Abbot Street shooting 

The Abbot Street man was shot at 7 
p.m. while trick-or-treating with his 
small child and a neighbor's child. He 
and his wife were concerned that the 
incident be reported, but they did not 
want to use their names for fear of fur 
ther attacks on their house, themselves 
or their three children. 

The man and two children were 
walking along an unlighted section of 
Abbot Street when the dark colored 
vehicle, possibly a four-wheel drive 
truck, pulled over to their side of the 
street and allegedly fired a shot at them 
from about eight feet away. The man 


said he heard the occupants laughing 
as the vehicle then pulled away 

The man said he definitely heard a 
shot and that he put his hand down to 
feel where he thought he'd been hit, 
but did not feel a hole in his jeans. He 
later told police it felt a little bit like a 
bee sting, but said this week was 
more like a pencil being driven into his 
leg 

He thought it may have been 
or some projectile other than a bullet, 
and went on trick-or-treating to a few 
more houses before going home 

There he found he had a quarter 
inch deep hole in his leg, just above the 
knee, and it was bleeding 

Officer Reilly, who took a report on 
the incident, said the hole appeared to 
be the size of something a pencil would 
do, and that it was obvious the man’s 
leg had been hit with great impact. 
Officer Reilly’s report said the weapon 
was assumed to be a “high-powered BB 
or pellet gun.” 

“He was ina lot of pain for three or 
four days and he still has the hole on 
his leg,” the man’s wife said

Money was budgeted to upgrade 
four of the old computers in the cruis 
ers. Instead, the department traded in 
the four terminals it owned and used 
the money toward the purchase of the 
nine new PacketCluster units. The 
department also deferred spending 
money budgeted to upgrade some of the 
radios in the cruisers and used that 
money for the computers. 

“For a cost thing, it didn’t really cost 
us. It was a management decision that 
was made to use the same funds in the 
budget that were planned for other 
equipment, and put up with the other 
equipment,” Sgt. Pattullo said. 

The department is planning to buy 
five more PacketCluster terminals next 
year, fiscal 1996.

New curb nearly finished

The town began installing new gran- 
ite curbing around The Park, adjacent 
to town offices, last week and the job 
should be done by the end of this week 
or the beginning of next week, accord- 
ing to James Bamford, parks director. 


Approximately 640 feet of new curb 
is being installed along Chestnut 
Street, from Bartlet Street to Whittier 
Court, and another 210 feet along Whit- 
tier Court. 


“It defines the area between the park 
and the roadway,” Mr. Bamford said 
this week 

There will not be a sidewalk 
installed on The Park side of the street. 

Currently, parking is not allowed on 


The Park side of Chestnut Street, but 
vehicles often park there illegally, Mr. 
Bamford said. The new curb should 
deter illegal parking there. 


There is also some discussion 
among town officials about allowing 
parking on The Park side of Chestnut 
Street and banning it on the north side 
of the street, opposite The Park, where 
it is currently allowed. That would 
actually create more available parking 
spaces because the parking area on 
The Park side of the street would not be 
Interrupted by driveways. 


The $35,000 cost of the new curbing 
was included in the town’s Capital 
Improvement Program budget for this 
year,

People attending 
expressed strong feelings about the 
plans, but they listened, too, and out 
of that kind of exchange comes com- 
promise and, therefore, action. 

Recently there have been some 
pretty raw exchanges of words relat- 
ing to the School Committee, School 
Building Committee and other 
school-related issues and stories, 
including ability grouping. 

It is good to share ideas and it is 
fine to feel strongly about an issue, 
unless of course, it means a person 
can’t hear another point of view. Or 
unless it means a person has to 
attack someone who doesn’t share 
his or her point of view. We welcome 
your letters and we ask that you 
keep them short.

Using minor's names in police stories

At the Townsman we have a poli- 
cy to omit the names of people 16 
years old or |ieaeaeiee meen) 
younger who 
have been 
arrested and 
charged with a 
crime. Usually, 
we run the inci- 
dent either in a 
story, or in the 
police log, and 
we write it some- 
thing like this: 

“A 15-year-old youth has been 
charged with such-and-such.” 

Now we are re-thinking that poli- 
cy. 

For quite some time there have 
been incidents of kids smashing 
mailboxes in Andover. Now some 
have been charged with malicious 
destruction of property. Three were 
adults and two were juveniles. 

The reasoning behind omitting 
the names of minors is that they are 
young, may have made that prover- 


bial first-time mistake and may 
deserve another chance. Also, court 
rooms are closed to reporters when a 
minor is on trial, except for capital 
crimes, so it is difficult to write a sto- 
ry about a young person charged 
with something serious and then 
never tell the outcome. 

But what if kids knew newspa- 
pers, especially hometown newspa- 
pers, would publish their names 
even if they were 16 or younger when 
they are involved in an arrest situa- 
tion? Maybe the kids who have been 
painting graffiti in town would think 
twice about preying on the property 
of others, especially the swastika 
painters. And maybe the kids who 
smashed the mailboxes — think of an 
elderly person who now has to cope 
with replacing a mailbox — would 
think twice if they knew their names 
would end up in the Townsman. 

I really don’t know. I am one who 
usually doesn’t believe that punish- 
ment deters people from committing 
hostile acts. But I wonder.

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Clarifying leveling 


Editor, Townsman: 

We feel it is important to clarify 
some points concerning our letter in 
the Oct. 27 issue. [ “Everyone else is 


against leveling,” page 34.| The 
thoughts we expressed were in 


response to a very current and impor- 
tant issue. The School Committee vot- 
ed in the instituting of additional level- 
ing at the sixth grade in math in June 
1994. At the School Committee meeting 
of Oct. 4, a parent asked that the School 
Committee re-examine that decision, 
particularly the aspect of implementa- 
tion. The Townsman reported on the 
issue of leveling as it was impacting 
our town this fall, petitions were circu- 
lated on soccer fields last month, even 
the Nov, 3 issue of the paper had an 
editorial concerning ability grouping, 
We were not attempting to re-open any- 
thing, venomously or otherwise, but 
were responding to something happen- 
ing in our town now. Nowhere in our 
letter did we speak about inclusion, 
nowhere did we address portfolio 
assessment, nowhere did we dismiss 
anyone’s right to an opinion, we sim- 
ply stated our own. 

The underlying challenge we issued 
was for the School Committee to do 
more than just make assertions, to 
“show their work,” that is, to cite the 
formal studies or educational authori 
ties that back their decision, or, less 
formally perhaps but just as important 
ly, the local support of teachers, princi- 
pals and school councils. This does not 
seem like an unreasonable request. We 
asked members of the School Commit- 
tee to supply us with this kind of infor- 
mation last June, and while they were 
very generous with their time in phone 
conversation, only Mr. Willey has ever 
done so. Some of the articles he gave us 
were formal studies of the effects of lev- 
eling, but some were merely opinion 
pieces written by people without pro- 
fessional educational credentials, and 
some were articles on completely dif- 
ferent topics. In short, the literature 
Mr. Willey supplied was interesting 
but a good deal less than a strong case 
for increased ability grouping. 

What about the findings in John 
Goodlad’s national study of schools as 
reported in A Place Called School 
where the content of higher level class 
es was found to drastically differ from 
that of the lower level classes? Ov in 
The Underachieving Curriculum that 
reports on the Second International 
Mathematics Study and persuasively 
links lower performance to tracking? 
The Massachusetts Department of Edu- 
cation’s 1990 policy advisory? The posi- 
tions taken by the National Council of 
Teachers of Mathematics or the 
National Middle School Association? 
Or Annie Wheelock’s findings in her 
1992 book Crossing the Tracks: How 
Untracking Can Save America’s 
Schools? Or the May 1994, report from 
the Massachusetts Department of Edu- 
cation: A Focus on Ability Grouping 
that clearly and definitively states: “A 


review of the research reveals that 
rigid ability grouping does not achieve 
the intended purpose of improving the 
delivery of education to the wide range 
of students enrolled in schoo!” and that 
“there is little evidence that ability 
grouping or tracking improves aca- 
demic achievement, while overwhelm- 
ing evidence exists that ability group- 
ing retards the academic progress of 
those placed in low-and middle-ability 
groupings.” 

And, finally, the systems referred to 
in our previous letter do, indeed, still 
have leveling in their schools. But 
according to conversations with 
administration in each of these SyS- 
tems two weeks ago, they are not 
implementing additional leveling, they 
are trying to reduce instances of level- 
ing, and they are philosophically mov- 
ing away from ability grouping. 

All we asked is why are we doing 
the opposite here?

Keep the magnet school 


Editor, Townsman: 

We have read the options on redistricting 
and fully support the School Committee’s 
goal of reducing overcrowding at the elemen- 
tary level through full use of existing space. 

Under one proposal being considered by 
the School Committee, the Shawsheen 
School would house an all-town kinder- 
garten. Under the other, Shawsheen would 
remain an open enrollment integrated pri- 
mary K-2 program, also known as a magnet 
school. 

We realize that one of the concerns about 
an open enrollment school is that we can 
never be sure that the children will come 
from the districts that most need relief. 

Under the current open enrollment policy, 
Shawsheen has done what it was charged to 
do by the School Committee in terms of use 
of the building. Perhaps just as importantly, 
an integrated primary program has been 
developed that draws children whose par- 
ents have chosen to send them to Shaw- 
sheen. 

Under the proposal for the town-wide 
kindergarten, a program that was closed four 
years ago, all kindergartners in town would 
be mandated to attend kindergarten at Shaw- 
sheen School. Mandating attendance forces 
the splitting of families. Many children 
attending this mandated town-wide kinder 
garten will face long bus rides. 

Kindergarten classrooms need to be larger 
than the rooms used for older children. At 
Shawsheen, three classrooms and the Activi- 
ty Center are large enough to house kinder- 
gartners. The other rooms, while too small 
for kindergarten, are roughly equal to the 
size of first- and second-grade spaces in the 
neighborhood schools. Next year, these 
rooms will house four first- and four second- 
grade classes. The neighborhood schools 
have kindergarten space that was designed 
for children of that age. 

With a managed magnet we can control 
the size and the distribution of students into 
the building. A managed open enrollment 
school has the flexibility that allows Shaw- 
sheen to most help alleviate overcrowding at 
neighborhood schools while maintaining 
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reasonable student/teacher ratios at 
the magnet school. 

Last year was the first year that 
parents could clearly see the commit- 
ment of the School Committee to the 
integrated primary at Shawsheen 
and could be confident in the stabili- 
ty of the program. The integrated pri- 
mary program has not only filled the 
building but has a waiting list. 

Next year, with the relocation of 
the special education pre-kinder- 
garten classes which are now located 
at Shawsheen, the building will 
house 280 elementary children in the 
K-2 integrated primary program. 
Enrollment figures show that these 


children are coming from the dis- 
tricts that most need relief, 

Based on all the positive attributes 
of the current open enrollment pro- 
gram and the fact the students 
enrolled in the school are indeed 
coming from the districts that most 
need relief, we believe that the most 
logical choice is to continue the inte- 
grated primary at Shawsheen.

For the second straight year the 
Andover High boys varsity soccer team was 
unable to get past St. John's Prep of Dan- 
vers in the Kastern Mass. Division I North 
Tournament, 

The Eagles (17-1-1), top-seeded defending 
State Division I champions, continued to 
frustrate the Golden Warriors with a 3-0 
shutout victory in their North Sectional 
title game last Saturday afternoon at the 
Danvers High field. 

Last year the luck of the draw had 
Andover slotted against SJP in the first 
round, and the Catholic Conference power 
put a quick 5-0 end to the Warriors’ hopes. 

This fall Coach Dave Amundsen’s squad,

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Jerry Rossi and Marshalls keep kids in the running

Jerry Rossi is the main rea- 
son that Marshalls is the title 
sponsor of the Thanksgiving 
Day Feaster Five Road Race 
And kids are the reason Mr. 
Rossi is involved. 

That includes kids such as 
those at St. Ann’s Home for 
abused children, in Methuen, a 
beneficiary of the holiday 
events surrounding the race, 
and all kids that take part in 
the race with their families 


Running 

Mr. Rossi, chief operating 
officer of Marshalls, runs 20 to 
25 miles a week, mostly on the 
treadmills in the fitness center 
at the Brickstone Square head- 
quarters. 

“I’m pretty consistent. | run 
about the same amount week 
after week.” 

He only runs a 9:30- or 10- 
minute mile, but he doesn’t do 
it to win the Feaster Five. 

“For me, it’s not running the 
race, but doing the race,” he 


said. “I do it for the pleasure of 


running and the benefit of the 
cardiovascular workout.” 

But he wishes he started 
younger. 

“If IT were younger, | would 
have taken running very seri- 
ously, because I enjoy it a lot.”

He especially enjoys the 
camaraderie downstairs in the 
fitness center, because there he 
is not the chief operating officer 
of the corporation, but simply 
“Jerry,” 

During an interview in his 
office, he pulled out two new 
pair of running shoes, still in 
the box, from beside a table. He 
said he has five more pair in his 
locker. He is not partial to any 
one brand or style of shoe. He 
believes that switching shoes 
helps him stay healthy because 
the various lasts and moldings 
let him use different muscles. 
But all of the shoes he runs in 
have a lot of cushioning. 


Giving back 

Despite his own love of run- 
ning, Mr. Rossi said that is not 
the reason Marshalls is 
involved in the Feaster Five. 

“If 1 stopped running tomor- 
row, we would still support this 
race.” 

The reasons are simple: St. 


Ann's Home, Lazarus House 
homeless shelter in Lawrence, 
which also receives proceeds 
from the race, and the Andover 
community. 

Those are the same reasons 
Marshalls brings the largest 
Christmas tree in the country 
and does its Christmas lights 
display over the holidays 

Marshalls does treat the cost 
of these events as an operating 
expense, but the tax write-off 
isn’t any greater than any other 
costs of doing business, Mr.

Mr. Rossi is not the only runner at 
Marshalls.

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Snow, rain and cold tell the tale of Feasters past

his year is the 7th annu- 
al Feaster Five Road 
Race. More than 6,000 


runners are expected to take 
part, and they will depart with 
6,000 apple pies and 5,000 race 
sweatshirts. But this race was 
not always so grand. 

1988 

Roughly 400 runners com- 
peted in the first Feaster Five, 
held on Thanksgiving Day in 
1988. The race started and fin- 
ished at The Park on Bartlet 
Street and was an out-and- 
back course, looping through 
the Blueberry Hill subdivision 
off Holt Road. 

Ken Pliska was the first 
winner of the race with Amy 
Legacki, of Boxford, taking the 
top spot for women.

The second Feaster Five 
was the most infamous, as a 
New England blizzard had 
dumped six inches of snow on 
the course by racetime.
